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THe Ministry of Civil Aviation has appointed 
Mr. Frederick Gibberd, F.R.I.B.A., A.M.T.P.L., as 
consultant arohitect for the construction of the 
interim terminal buildings which are to be erected 
on the north-eastern face of the diamond-shaped 
central area of London Airport. Work is to start 
on these buildings at the end of the year. 


A COMPREHENSIVE ——— to provide increased 
accommodation for the county constabulary has 
been initiated by the Lancashire County Council.

FoLLOWING the development plan for primary and 
secondary school education under the Education 
Act, 1944, there faced the City of York Education 
Committee ‘the problem of providing, urgently 
accommodation for both senior and primary 
children on its large new housing estates and for 
the additional pupils resulting from the raising of 
the school-leaving age. These school buildings, 
erected as part of the operational programme of 
the Ministry of Education and opened on October 
1 by Mr. George Tomlinson, M.P., Minister of 
Education, are described and illustrated. 


THE cost of the average folr-apartment house in 
Scotland has increased from £480 to £1,280 
between 1939 and 1947. This fact is contained in 
the Report to the Secretary of State of the Scottish 
Building Costs Committee, which states that the 
increase is due to the overloading of the building 
market, increases in the costs of labour and 
materials, decline in operatives’ output, increased 
oncosts and an increase in standards of size, con- 
struction and equipment. 


Criticism of the Town and Country Planning Act, 
1947, was expressed by Sir Hugh Lucas-Tooth, 
M.P., when he spoke in London last week.

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BUILDING COSTS 


JF building costs are not reduced, either subsidies or 

Tents or both must be increased. That is the 
obvious conclusion to be drawn from the first Report 
of the Ministry of Health Committee of Inquiry into 
the Cost of Housebuilding (which was briefly reviewed 
in our issue of last week). There is no mystery about 
the calculation of an appropriate rental for any house; 
the rent is made up of interest on borrowed money plus 
an appropriation for redemption over a period of years. 
To this, provisions must be added for (a) maintenance, 
(b) management and rent collection, and (c) the inevit- 
able “voids” which will occur when the property is 
old and unattractive. Therefore the higher the original 
cost the higher must be the economic rent. Council 
houses may be provided within the means of the more 
poorly paid workers by the assistance of subsidies from 
national and local funds. With these subsidies fixed 
as they are at present at a total annual amount of £22 
per house, a hardcore of “rent” remains to be paid, 
and the hard fact is borne out by this Report that the 
current rents have been fixed on too low a scale and 
local authorities are faced with losses over and above 
their subsidy contributions. 


“The average final cost of three-bedroomed houses 
completed in October-November, 1947” is computed 
to be £1,242, or 24s. 2d. per square foot. But there 
has been a wage increase since the date such houses 
were building sufficient to add about £35 to the com- 
puted price. The cost of land and tender prices for 
site development add a further £122 4s. and the Com- 
mittee add (rather optimistically, we fear) a further 
£36 for professional fees. 


A typical local authority three-bedroom house built 
in 1938/39 cost approximately £380. The Report 
analyses the causes of the large increase. There has 
been no official check on the upward trend in sizes, 
which have risen from an average of 800 ft. super 
before the war to 1,029 ft. super, including outbuildings, 
in 1947. The Dudley Committee and the Ministry of , 
Health, it will be remembered, recommended a mini- 
mum of 970 ft. super. This increase in size of houses 
has accounted for £201 of the increased cost, and im- 
proved fittings, sometimes on a very elaborate scale, 
add another £127. In the light of present-day condi- 
tions the Committee quite understandably suggest that 
policy regarding standards of accommodation and 
equipment of new houses should be brought under re- 
view. Particularly they suggest the building in a 
greater number of two-bedroom houses. 


It is estimated that the cost of labour increased by 
£297 per house, of which £96 was due to increased wage 
rates and other emoluments, £75 to the improvement 
in housing standards, and £126 to the decline in pro- 
ductivity. The cost of labour was three and a half 
times the pre-war amount. The hourly rate for labour 
employed is not considered excessive, but the Report 
closely examines the decline of productivity. Between

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should yet be able to keep prices down to something 
asonably comparable with those of pre-war. 


The comments of the Committee in regard to the 
costs of private enterprise are not particularly enlighten- 
ing. They state that “despite the apparent discrepancy 
between the maximum selling prices which have been 
fixed hitherto for houses built under licence and our 
estimate of the average cost of local authority houses, 
there is no eonclusive evidence that private enterprise 
has been able to build houses more economically than 
local authorities or their contractors. There is evidence 
that private enterprise has achieved a faster rate of 
building than local authorities, but the comparison is 
obscured by differences between the types of houses 
built by the two agencies.” What this statement fails 
to bring out is that private enterprise was asked to 
bring a steam-hammer to crack a nut. Large organisa- 
tions, each of which is capable of building thousands of 
houses annually, had licences doled out to them in fours 
and sixes, and consequently were unable to bring their 
commercial and managerial qualifications to bear and 
so secure the fullest fruits. 


Information available to the Committee suggested that 
no saving had been obtained by building houses by 
direct labour. History apparently is repeating itself. 
These has been no evidence of excessive profits on con- 
tracts. There is no evidence that any substantial saving 
in cost has accrued from the use of any of the prefabri- 
cated or non-traditional systems of construction so far 
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developed. The Report admits inflation, but conveys the 
suggestion that such inflation is due to causes beyond 
conscious control. 


The Report concludes: “A large part of the cost 
to-day is being borne by subsidies, which on all the 
houses built. with subsidy or projected up to the end 
of March, 1948, already amount to some seven and a 
half million pounds per annum for a period of 60 years. 
If the rafe at which local authority houses have been 
completed during the first quarter of 1948 is maintained, 
and this number is brought into programme each year, 
the cost of subsidies will increase cumulatively by about 
£3.3 million per annum for so long as subsidies remain 
at the 1947 level. While we agree that housing must 
have a high priority among the claims on the available 
national resources, we consider that in any review of 
the housing programme the financial implications must 
be borne prominently in mind.” 


As we have pointed out above, there is also need for 
an upward revision of rentals even if the subsidy is 
to be maintained at the 1947 level. The national and 
local subsidies will be a charge on public funds for the 
next two generations. Is it not time that we asked our- 
selves whether we have not already met the needs of 
all those who have a reasonable claim upon public 
charity in the matter of housing? The unnecessarily 
prolonged subsidising of any specially privileged class 
is not only bad business but may well become a cor- 
rupting force.

Country Planning in Ireland. 
VERYONE who knows rural Ireland 
at all is familiar with the general 
pattern of the Irish village—the church, 
a double row of low-built, somewhat 
drab cottages on either side of the only 
street and, on the outskirts, the village 
school and one or two larger houses, 
belonging, perhaps, to the muller or the 
doctor. 


A model of a typical village of this 
kind was brought from Ireland to London 
last week when Mrs. E. Bishop and Mr. 
R. Orpen used it to describe to members 
of the Town and Country Planning 
Association the steps being taken to im- 
prove the general scene in rural Ireland 
—a matter of some importance in main- 
taining the population in country areas 
and preventing the current movement 
towards the big towns. 


Mrs. Bishop explained that this move- 
ment was determined not so much by 
economic considerations as by the 
_dullness of the Irish countryside, and 
higher standards of living were not so 
‘easily brought to the outlying districts. 
Although about 80 per cent. of the 
country was to be electrified in the next 
10 years, this would still leave large 
areas in the more remote parts without 
the advantages electrification would 
bring. Thus, village life had to be made 
more attractive in other ways. 

With the aid of the model Mrs. Bishop 
and Mr. Orpen, who frankly admit they 
are more interested in country planning 
than town planning, demonstrated the 
broad lines upon which improvements 
could be made to existing Irish villages. 
First came the by-pass road. suitably 
screened with trees to discourage develop- 
ment along its length, followed by rural 
housing in garden 
common in rural Ireland and dwellings 
lead straight on to the street). Demo- 
lition of old ruined property would make 
way for a village ee adjacent to which 
a village hall could be erected. Amenities 
provided by this latter building would do

Report on Architectural Education. 


A JOINT committee of the MARS 
Group and the Architectural Students’ 
Association has prepared an interim 
report on Architectural Education which 
outlines the methods of architectural 
education in Europe since the medizval 
period, with particular emphasis on_the 
period since the first International Con- 
gress held at the R.I.B.A. 24 years ago. 
The report concludes with an estimate 
of the numbers of students training in 
Britain to-day and gives the following 
figures:—({a) 4,500 students in_ the 
recognised schools; (b) 800-1,000 students 
in the “ unrecognised” schools; and (c) 
a total of about 7,000 who are preparing 
for R.I.B.A, Examinations without any 
school training whatsoever, not even part- 
time evening courses. 


Durham Cathedral. 


A NOTABLE new venture in architectural 
book-publishing of the popular kind is a 
Series of monographs on our great 
churches—-“* Cathedral Books” (London:

Durham Cathedral, the shrine of St. 
Cuthbert, superbly sited, with its 
dominating central and western towers, on 
a bluff above the River Wear, has been 
described by Sir Alfred Clapham as “ the 
most complete and least altered of all the 


early Anglo-Norman churches, and may . 


be considered the finest. and, organically, 
the most perfect achievement of the 
Anglo-Norman school.” It was from the 
first designed and built as a completely 
rib-vaulted church, as Mr. Pantin points 
out, and is “the earliest surviving 
example in England, and probably in 
Northern Europe, of such a structure.” 
Its late twelfth-century Galilee or Lady 
Chapel at the west end and its thirteenth- 
century Chapel of the Nine Altars at 
the east end are remarkable features, 
complementing a nave, choir and 
transepts having all the grandeur of the 
Norman style. 


In no more than eleven pages of text 
of large type, Mr. Pantin continues to 
give a complete chronological account of 
the building of the Cathedral which, 
although written to be easily understood 
by the layman, embodies a good deal of 
information of 
technical reader. The captions to the 
illustrations are most informative, and, 
with the frequent use of dates, help to 
build up a mental as well as a visual 
picture of the development of the 
Cathedral. If the succeeding booklets 
maintain the standard of the one before 
us there can be no doubt of the 
realisation of the editor’s aim to “ help 
to develop a fuller awareness of our 
cultural heritage, and to contribute to 
visual education in its broadest sense.” 
The standard of production is excellent 
and in these days of high costs it is re- 
markable that so admirable and 
authoritative a booklet -should be 
produced at so reasonable a price.

Two Definitions. 

Most recent definitions of an architect 

and architecture are those propesnted 
by Mr. Walter A. Taylor, Director of 
Education and Research for the Ameri- 
can Institute of Architects. “ Architec- 
ture,” says Mr. Taylor, “is an art and 
a science, a craft and a profession. 
“It is an art, not only in that it deals 
with esthetics, but more fundamentally 
it involves individual personal insight, 
judgment and skill, and it is also a science 
because it involves principles and rules 
that are scientifically verifiable, that are 
widely accepted and can be taught and 
learned and framed in law. 

“It is a craft because it requires per- 
sonal manual skill gained by experience; 
and it is a profession because it involves 
personal service and requires a high degree 
of social and financial responsibility and 
integrity. The architect is both artist 
and technologist and his training now 
includes also sociology and economics.” 

Mr. Taylor is at pains to point out 
that the architect is not simply another 
kind of engineer who designs buildings 
instead of bridges or machines, and con- 
siders that his role is primarily that of 
diagnostician and co-ordinator of the 
talents and services of the others. The 
architect is “the quarterback of the 
building team.” He should not be a tech- 
nica! specialist. 

Mr. Taylor offers this definition of an 
architect: “ A technologist who specialises 
in the human aspects of the shelter or 
planning problem.” 


Mr. Mumford’s Example. 

Mr. Lewis Mumrorp’s articles on 
current architecture in “The New 
Yorker” (writes a correspondent) give 
the impression that here is an extra- 
ordinary effective style of architectural 
criticism. The basic idea—criticism in 
the widest sense, not necessarily 
isolated buildings, but of the effect of 
a building upon the general scene—has, 
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he thinks, much to commend it. He 
continues: This appears to be Mr. Mum- 
ford’s basic approach but no one can say 
that he also does not deal thoroughly 
with individual buildings. This objec- 
tive critical approach to architecture and 
planning can be an extraordinarily vital 
asset to the furtherance of good design. 
England the objective approach, or 
icular criticism of new architecture, 
(with the exception of the work of 
a few critics) always been outstandingly 
impartial. This reflects the traditional 
“middle of the path” approach which 
has been so popular with the English 
press for so many centuries, and although 
it has the advantage of generally offend- 
ing nobody, it hardly adds the necessary 
vitalising spark to current design. The 
ublic (including architects) are usually 

ft to draw their own conclusions. 
Architects undoubtedly are capable of 
doing this for themselves, but even they 
have frequently voiced the opinion that 
more “ ” to architectural criticism 
would not be a bad thing.

MR. FREDERICK GIBBERD 
APPOINTED ARCHITECT FOR 
INTERIM TERMINAL BUILDINGS 
AT HEATH ROW 


HE MINISTRY OF CIVIL AVIA- 
TION have appointed Mr. Frederick 
Gibberd, F.R.I.B.A., A.M.T.P.I., as con- 
sultant architect for the construction of 
the interim terminal buildings which are 
to be erected on the north-eastern face 
of the diamond-shaped central area of 
the London Airport. Work will start on 
these buildings at the end of this year 
and it is planned to bring them into use 
by 1951 in time for the Festival of 
Britain. They will replace the existing 
temporary passenger-handling buildings 
alongside the Bath Road. 

The buildings will be of semi-perma- 
nent unit construction, two or three 
storeys high. They are expected to 
remafn in use until the final portion of 
the permanent terminal buildings is 
erected. Experience gained from the 
operation of these interim buildings 
should contribute considerably to the 
final design and layout of the central 
area. 

Mr. Gibberd, who is 40, is a past 
principal of the Architectural Association 
School of Architecture, consultant 
architect for the new town of Harlow 
and town planning consultant to 
Nuneaton and St. Pancras. His archi- 
tectural work includes rolling mills, 
electricity substations, office blocks, and 
engineering shops for a steel firm. He 
designed the New Theatre at Oxford and 
housing schemes at MHackney and 
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Regents Park. His 
publications in- 
clude “ Architec- 
ture of England,” 
and he is joint- 
author of “The 
Modern Fiat.” 


The news of the 
appointment o f 
Mr. Gibberd as 
architect for the - 
interim terminal 
buildings at 
Heathrow will do 
much to allay un- 
easiness felt at the 
delay in the preparation of any master 
plan for terminal buildings and the 
erection of terminal buildings more 
presentable than those at present in use. 
This uneasiness was expressed in a 
leading article in The Builder on May 21 
last, when we invited the Ministry of 
Civil Aviation to issue a statement. 

The Ministry kindly acceded to this 
proposal and a memorandum from them 
was published in our issue for July 2, in 
which it was stated that until the depart- 
mental committee (appointed sub- 
sequent to Lord Winster’s announcement 
of the intention to make the ultimate 
buildings \ subject to an architectural 
competition) had reported, and its 
recommendations had been fully con- 
sidered, it would not be practicable for 
the design of the permanent buildings to 
be settled however soon it might be 
possible, physically, to begin the work. 

The memorandum continued: “ Our 
present feeling is that it will be some 
years before long-term buildings can be 
started. In any case, the complete run-

at the earliest. We aim to bridge the gap 
between now and the time en really 
good buildings can be put up by means of 
an interim building scheme within the 
terminal area surrounded by the runways. 
These interim buildings will be largely 
*of prefabricated multi-storeyed con- 
struction, but they will be in all respects 
of a higher standard than the present 
buildings, and will be laid out to an 
interim master plan in such a way as not 
to interfere with the development of the 
site on a more permanent basis. 
“The intention is to have a first 


passenger-handling block and an operation , 


block erected in the central area by, at 
the latest, the end of 1949, to be 
followed shortly after by a second 
passenger-handling block. A concourse 
building with restaurant, etc., is planned 
to be ready by the end of 1951. There 
will be provision in the plan for two 
further passenger-handling blocks and a 
second operations block as and when 
they are needed. These buildings will be 
grouped on the eastern part of the site 
mainly along the north-east and south- 
east faces of the area, leaving the 
remainder of the site available for the 
development of more permanent 
buildings. As the latter come into use, 
the interim buildings can be demolished 
to make way for the completion of the 
whole scheme over the ground on which 
the interim buildings haye stood.” 

In commenting on the memorandum in 
our issue of July 2, we suggested that the 
buildings proposed could hardly cost less 
than from 3s. 6d. to 4s. per foot cube,

The layout has been designed to conform with WH 
the conditions of the area, which is rural in 
character, and advantage has been taken of the F J 


wooded nature of the site. 


The external walls are finished in cream “ Snow- 
cem,” and the roofs are covered with Marley 
tiles of soft brown tones. The paintwork is of 
light grey colour, with the exception of the doors, 
which are in bright colours, varied in pairs. 


Throughout the county, 111 additional houses 
are in course of construction, in smaller groups, 
of which 60 are roofed. 


The plan of the houses, which is suitable for 
any aspect, is identical on all sites. This was a 
requirement to facilitate the fixing of floor cover- 
ings and furniture on the removal of a police 
officer from one district to another. 


The average cost per house throughout the 
county is £1,341, plus site works, which equals 
24s. 54d. per foot super.

N ACCORDANCE WITH THE DEVELOP- 

ment Plan for Primary and Secondary 
Education under the Education Act, 
1944, the City of York Education 
Committee was faced with the problem 
of providing, urgently, accommodation 
for both senior and primary children 
in the Acomb area with its large new 
housing estates, and for additional 


pupils, resulting from the effect of the 
raising of the school-leaving age to 
fifteen, in the area west of the River 


use. 
School buildings erected as part of 
the operational programme of the 


Ministry of Education include the 
Three Form Entry Beckfield Secon- 
dary School and the Carr Infants’ 





School, both of which were opened 
on October 1 of this year by Mr. 
George Tomlinson, M.P., Minister of 
Education. 

These schools have, of necessity, 
been carried out in light permanent 
construction. A light steel framework, 
comprising stanchions and trusses of 
standardised heights and widths, has 
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been adopted, which, when erected, 
could be roofed in, thereby allowing 
continuous progress of work irrespec- 
tive of weather conditions. Teaching 
rooms are designed to provide maxi- 
mum lighting and ventilation and have 
a ceiling of fibre board supported on 
metal clips and bearers which, in 
addition to its insulation value, 
limits the transmission of sound 
between rooms through the roof space. 

Building was commenced on March 1 
of this year on a Three Form Entry 
Secondary School at Tang Hall and a 
Three Form Entry Junior School on 
Carr Estate. 


Beckfield Secondary School. 

The whole site for the Beckfield 
Secondary School, including the play- 
ing fields, is 17 acres. The whole 
building is platined to secure the best 
distribution of teaching space of all 
kinds, without unnecessary disper- 
sion. The accommodation is for 450 
boys and girls mainly between the 
ages of 12 and 16. 

The buildings are single-storey, in 
8 ft. 3 in. bays, and restricted to three 
spans to suit classroom wings, prac- 
tical room wings and assembly hall. 
The roof is covered with asbestos 
roofing sheets, and classroom corridor 
roofs are in wired rough cast patent 
glazing. Internal corridors are flat- 
roofed with asphalt and reinforced 
concrete screed on wood wool insula- 
tion slabs. The flat roof of the en- 
trance block is of precast concrete 
beam construction with rock asphalt 
finish on an insulating fibre board 
base. The ceilings are of fibre insula- 
tion board suspended on pressed metal 
T-supports. Stanchion columns are 
cased in pressed mullion casings pre- 
pared to receive metal windows. 

Panels of outer wall framing are in 
two heights, the upper portion being 
standard metal casements the full 
width of bay, thus ensuring adequate 
lighting and ventilation, and the cill 
wall is cavity construction with outer 
44-in. facing brick and inner leaf of 
insulated clay blocks. All cross-par-

titions and internal screen walls are 
constructed as cavity walls with two 
thicknesses of insulated clay blocks to 
eliminate sound transmission. Asphalt 
has been used to provide a jointless 
and impervious floor to lavatory 
blocks and corridors, with composi- 
tion block flooring to all teaching and 
other rooms. 

Central heating is by low-pressure 
hot water, with baseboard heating 
units to all principal rooms. Main 
services are in ducts with access covers 
at convenient positions to facilitate 
maintenance. Domestic hot water is 
provided by means of calorifiers from 
the central heating system with 
separate boilers for summer use. 

Lighting is by electricity, with 
fluorescent fittings in teaching rooms. 
Natural ventilation is provided for by 
opening casements in the metal win- 
dows, screens and clerestory lights. 

All teaching rooms.are equipped 
with a “revolving type” blackboard, 
flanked on either side with timber- 
framed cupboard fitment and display 


board over. Full electrical provision 
for all motorised tools has been made 
in the metalwork room, with emer- 
gency safety switches. Wiring for 
future wireless. installation is in 
accordance with the recent experi- 
ment carried out by the Central 
Council for School Broadcasting. 
The decoration scheme is in pastel 
shades with matt finish throughout, 
except to corridors and lavatory units 
which are gloss finish. AH metal work 
in doors, screens and windows, to- 
gether with cabinet fixtures and fit- 
tings, are finished gloss and tinted 
according to their respective positions. 
The estimated cost of the building, 
including roads, ths and play- 
grounds, but excluding playing fields 
and gymnasium block, is £92,250. 
The structural steelwork was supplied 
by Messrs. Francis Morton and Co., 
Ltd., Liverpool; the general contractor 
was Messrs. Wm. Birch and Sons, 
Ltd., York, and the roads, footpaths. 
and main drainage were by the Yark 
Corporation Highways artmentt.

assembly hall and two classroom 
wings, are single-storey. The steel 
framework is limited to two standard 
spans, each unit consisting of columns 
and truss; one span for classroom 
blocks based on an 8 ft. 3 in. bay, the 
other—and longer span—for the 
assembly hall being on a 10-ft. bay. 
The roof framing is covered with 
asbestos roofing sheets, and a ceiling 
of fibre insulation board is suspended 
from the root trusses on pressed metal 
hangers. Corridor roofs are of patent 
er with wired rough cast glass, 
and all flat roofs are of precast con- 
crete beam construction covered with 
rock asphalt on an insulating under- 
lay of fibre board. All steel stanchions 
are cased in concrete, faced to detail. 
painted gloss paint internally and 
cream “Snowcem” externally. Eight 
sets of standard shuttering were con- 
structed for this purpose and used 
throughout the structure, wood fixing 
blocks being positioned on the shut- 
tering for metal window fixing. Outer 
wall panels are in two heights, the 
upper portion being continuous metal 
window frames, and the cill wall is 
of 44-in. facing bricks, with inner leaf 
of hollow clay blocks prepared for 
plaster. Internal screen walls and 
cross walls are cavity construction. 
All cills, both internal and external. 
are in reconstructed stone. 

Doors, frames, window heads and 
eaves fascia are in pressed metal- 
work, a small amount of timber being 
used only for framing to an asbestos 
eaves soffit board. Flooring, heating 
and lighting are similar to those of 
the Beckfield School. 

The decoration scheme is in matt 
pastel shades to all walls except cor- 
ridors and cloakroom, which are 
finished gloss. All doors, windows 
and fittings are painted gloss finish. 
The estimated cost of the building, 
including roads, paths and playground, 
is £51,000. 

The structural steelwork has been 
supplied by Messrs. Octavius Atkinson 
and Sons, Ltd. Harrogate; the 
general contractor for the building is 
Messrs. Ainsty Building Estates, Ltd.. 
York, and the site works by York 
Corporation Highways Department. 
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HOUSING COSTS IN SCOTLAND 


INCREASE FROM £480 TO £1,280 PER HOUSE IN EIGHT YEARS 


HE cost of the average see sil 
ment house has increased from 
£480 to £1,280 in Scotland between 1939 
and 1947. The increase is due to the 
overloading of the building market, in- 
creases in the costs of labour and 
materials, decline in operatives’ output 
by about one-third, increased oncosts, 
and an increase in standards of size, con- 
struction and equipment, 

These facts are contained in the Report 
to the Secretary of State of .the Scottish 
Building Costs Committee set in June, 
1947, “ to consider and keep undér review 
the costs of house building in Scotland 
and to make recommendations.” 

The Committee recommends that, in 
present conditions, some restriction of 
new commitments is necessary, but in 
view of Scotland’s special needs ad- 
ditional supplies of material should be 
obtained if possible. 

Everything possible should be done, 
the Committee recommends, to improve 
Operatives’ output by incentives, the 
maintenance of good relations between 
management and employees combined 
with reasonable standards of discipline, 
and by an extended use of mechanisa- 
won. 

The “single contractor” should be 
encouraged in Scotland in the interests 
of efficient organisation of the work, the 
Committee states. 

A small technical committee should be 
set up to consider the possibility of 
simplifying the present form of schedule. 

The fifth main recommendation of the 
Committee is that there should be no 


reduction in present housing standards, - 


but semi-luxury fittings such as immer- 
sion heaters should be avoided, and where 
appropriate a certain number of three- 
apartment houses should be included in 
the first instalments of local authorities’ 
programmes. 

The report is still in the press, but the 
following summary has been issued by 
the Secretary of State for Scotland :— 

Before the war the final cost of the 
average four-apartment local authority 
house was £480 (excluding “ special con- 
siderations,” the cost of land, site pre- 
paration and professional fees). The 
corresponding price at the end of 1947 
was Nm and two-thirds times as 
much. 


The National Building Programme. 

Housing must be considered as part of 
the total national building programme, 
which in turn must be related to the 
national programme of capital invest- 
ment. 

The housing programme in Scotland 
has been allowed to run far ahead of the 
resources of labour and materials avail- 
able to carry it out. Some restriction of 
the programme is therefore necessary 
until substantial progress has been made 
with the completion of the excessive 
Numbers of houses already under con- 
Struction. Special consideration should 
also be given to the possibility of in- 
creasing the supplies of materials avail- 
able for the Scottish housing programme 
with a view to reducing the number of 
uncompleted houses and thereby decreas- 
Ing costs. 

The competing claims of housing and 
Other services should as far as possible 
be discussed locally at the “zonal con- 
Crences” organised by the Ministry of 
Works, and these should be held more 
frequently. 


Analysis of the Increase in Cost. 

The elements in the cost of the houses 
may be distinguished as Materials, 
Labour and Management. Apart from 
increases in these elements the cost of the 

ar house has been increased by 
improved standards of size, construction 
and equipment. 

Little information is yét available 
about the final costs of houses completed 
since the war. It would be in the interests 
of both local authorities and contractors 
if final measurements and accounts could 
be completed more rapidly. 

MATERIALS.—The actual price of the 
materials used in the average pre-war 
house increased between 1939 and 1947 
by approximately 125 per cent.—two and 
a quarter times as much. Shortages and 
uncertain deliveries of materials have 
increased building costs by reducing the 
Operatives’ output and adding to the em- 
ployers’ oncost charges. The main con- 
tinuing shortage has been timber, but at 
one time or another almost all types of 
building material have been in short 
supply. Extra transport costs have not 
been a significant factor in increasing the 
cost of houses. The use of substitute 
materials may in certain circumstances 
increase costs. The most frequent case 
is the use of concrete for the ground floor 
with a special finish which may on 
average add £20 to the cost of a house. 
Most other substitutes have little effect 
on the total cost of the house; some may 
be dearer, some cheaper than the normal 
material. But the use of substitutes may 
speed up construction, and it is impor- 
tant that any prejudice against them 
should be overcome. 

LaBour.—The wage rates of building 
operatives employed in the construction 
of a house rose by 524 per cent. between 
1939 and the autumn of 1947. This takes 
no account of the further increase of 3d. 
per hour agreed in November, 1947. 

On average the output of building 
operatives has fallen by one-third since 
before the war; i.e., the average number 
of man-hours required for building a 
house has increased by half, so that it 
now takes three men to do what before 
the war was two men’s work. This reduc- 
tion in output is to some extent due to 
difficulties in the supply of materials and 
to an unbalanced labour force. The use 
of substitutes may also tend to reduce 
output. 

Apart from difficulties in the supply of 
materials, however, there is an absolute 
decline in operatives’ output. Operatives 
a r generally to be less responsive to 
discipline than before the war. Misunder- 
standing Of the war-time Payment-by- 
Results scheme has led to a mistaken idea 
that the low basic rates of output speci- 
fied in that scheme represent a reason- 
able day’s work. This misunderstanding 
must be dissipated. A well conceived 
scheme of incentives can provide a 
stimulus to increased output. The im- 
provement in output must surpass the 
additional cost. 

Financial incentives are not the only 
ones. The operative must feel that he 
has a part to play in the solution of a 
vital problem. In the last resort any 
increase in output depends on the con- 
scientiousness and skill of the operative 
himself. Deliberate slackness on the part 
of the operative, ¢.g., by working short 
hours or spending an excessive amount 
of time on tea breaks, etc., should not be 
countenanced. 


figure takes no account of the increased 
insurance contributions payable from 
July 5, 1948.) 

The amount of overtime and travelling 
and subsistence allowance varies widely 
on different sites, but does not appear 
to. have increased significe since 
before the war. The general introduction 
of the “ guaranteed week” has involved 
an increase in building costs varying _ 


the circumstances of _ the 
scheme. The average additional cost of 
overtime, travelling and subsistence 


allowances, and the guaranteed, week is 
estimated at about £40 per house. 

IMPROVED STANDARDS.—A slight in- 

crease in size and certain changes in the 
standard of construction and equipment 
have involved an _ increased cost 
(materials and labour) of about £93 per 
house. It is not suggested that the present 
standards of size, construction and —- 
ment of local authority houses should 
reduced. In the present scarcity of 
materials it would be of advantage to 
include a number of three-apartment 
houses in the first instalments of a local 
authority’s programme where these are 
required to provide a balanced com- 
munity. 
' MANAGEMENT.—It is estimated that 
management (i.¢., oncost and profit) 
amounted to approximately £124 for a 
house costing £1,280 in 1947, compared 
with a sum of £43 for a house costing 
£480 in 1939. Since, however, in the 
calculation contained in Table IV_ the 
management element is a residual one, 
there is a margin for error in this esti- 
mate. Owing to the many uncertainties 
facing the building contractor it is not 
possible in practice to decide how much 
of a contractor’s tender price represents 
his estimate of oncost and how much his 
expectation of profit. 

The purchaser’s safeguard against ex- 
cessive tender prices lies in the existence 
of a fully competitive market. There is 
no evidence of “rings” in the building 
industry which would interfere with the 
free working of competition. 

Before the war an allowance of 10 per 
cent. on the net cost of labour and 
materials appears to have been sufficient 
on the average to cover the contractor's 
oncost and profit. There has been a 
substantial increase in oncost charges 
since before the war. The increase has 
been proportionately greater than the 
increases in labour and materials. No 
evidence is available on the average 
amount of profit on the building of a 
house either before or since the war. 
There is, however, no evidence 
(a) that the margin of profit on the con- 
struction of an ordinary traditional house 
is excessive, or (b) that profits on house- 
building are so low as to deter contractors. 

It does not appear that the general 
level of managerial efficiency in the 
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building industry has fallen since before 
the war. The most serious defect appears 
to be inadequate co-ordination between 
the separate trades. The development of 
the “ single contractor ” system should be 
encouraged in Scotland. The small man 
must also, however, be given a chance to 
co-operate in the building programme. 


New Methods of Organisation. 

Direct Lapour.—Direct labour is a 
relatively new development in Scotland, 
the principal example being the direct 
labour organisation of Glasgow Corpora- 
tion. Evidence is still inadequate to 
draw definite conclusions, but there is 
some indication that houses built by 
direct labour in Glasgow are slightly 
cheaper than those built by contractors. 
In theory this should be so in view of 
the advantages in organisation, in the 
supply of materials and in the use of 
labour which are open to a large direct 
labour organisation. These advantages 
are not available to all local authorities, 
and any authority embarking on direct 
labour should be sure that its organisa- 
tion is able to hold its own in fair com- 
petition with contractors. It is essential 
that there should be a proper apportion- 
ment of oncost charges against the cost 
of houses. 

ScoTtisH SpeciaL Housinc Associa- 
TION.—The Scottish Special Housin 
Association is at present a means o 
supplementing the building activities of 
local authorities in areas where the 
housing need is greatest; it does not in 
itself add directly to the building capacity 
available in Scotland. The Association’s 
proposed direct labour organisation 
should, however, be of value in areas 
where it is difficult to get contractors to 
tender in the normal way, and should 
therefore help to keep down building 
costs in such areas. 


The Non-Traditional House. 

The non-traditional house is claimed 
to relieve the pressure on traditional 
building materials and labour and to 
speed up the erection of houses. It is 
not, however, normally claimed to be 
cheaper than the traditional house. The 
promise of the non-traditional house has 
not so far been fulfilled. Though non- 
traditional houses have to some extent 
relieved the demand for structural 
materials and for building labour, they 
have suffered from the same shortages of 
finishing materials as traditional houses. 


In view of these difficulties a final judg- 
ment on the non-traditional house is not 
yet possible. But if an adequate supply 
of materials can be assured the principle 
of prefabrication in building most types 
of non-traditional houses can be carried 
a good deal further than it has been up 
till now. It is essential, however, that 
the cost of non-traditional houses should 


compare favourably with that of 
traditional houses. 
Administration and Planning. 


THE MACHINERY OF DEPARTMENTAL 
ConTROL.—There is no evidence that the 
necessary measure of departmental con- 
trol over the housing proposals of local 
— has been exercised unreason- 
ably. 

_ Departmental control of tender prices 
is a useful check which should be re- 
tained; but it cannot in itself check the 
general rise in building costs. There is 
no evidence that the present system of 
subsidies has contributed to the rise in 
Costs. While in present conditions the 
rates of housing subsidy cannot remain 
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static, the general basis of subsidy should 
not be subject to sudden fluctuation. 

PLANNING OF SCHEMES. — Larger 
schemes may in certain circumstances be 
cheaper than smaller ones, but the small 
local contractor may be able to operate 
more cheaply dn small schemes. There 
is scope in the housing programme for 
all sizes of firms. 

The standard plans prepared by the 
Royal Incorporation of Architects in 
Scotland, with the schedules prepared by 
the Royal Institution of Chartered Sur- 
veyors, served a useful purpose in speed- 
ing up the initial stages of local authori- 
ties’ post-war housing programmes; but 
there appears to be no general desire for 
their continuance. The restrictive require- 
ments of local bye-!laws have not in 
general had any effect on cost. It would, 
however, be an advantage to have a 
unified code taking account of modern 
techniques of construction. 

ForM OF CONTRACT.—The open con- 
tract should continue to be the normal 
method of letting housing contracts. 
Local authorities should decide in the 
light of circumstances whether to invite 
tenders by public advertisement or by 
invitation to selected contractors. If 
tenders are invited from selected con- 
tractors only, care should be taken to 
make the selection fully representative. 

The agreed price contract has been suc- 
cessfully operated by a _ considerable 
number of local authorities. It has, how- 
ever. tended to be dearer than the com- 
petitive tender, and while in the early 
stages of the post-war programme this 
excess may have been justified in order 
to secure the rapid mobilisation of 
housing labour, agreed price contracts 
should be approved in future only if they 
compare favourably with competitive 
offers. 

The “ firm ” contract is the ideal to be 
aimed at, but in present conditions it is 
necessary to retain the Variation Clauses 
which cover the contractor against in- 
creases in the price of materials and in 
wage rates. The variation should, how- 
ever, apply only to those materials which 
form a significant element in the contract. 

The complete elimination of the 
schedule of quantities would not reduce 
costs, but there is room for some simpli- 
fication of the present form of schedule. 
It is recommended, therefore, that the 
Secretary of State should appoint a small 
technical committee to consider the pre- 
paration of an abridged Mode of 
Measurement for housing work.

DRY ROT IN BUILDINGS 
AN ADVISORY SERVICE 


* Since the war there has been an increase 
in the damage to woodwork and timber 
in buildings estimated at 20 times the 
amount ascertainable in 1939. Conditions 
which foster the growth of dry rot and the 
breeding of both the death watch and the 
common furniture beetle have been set 
up as a result of poor ventilation con- 
ditions, consequent upon black-out, and 
by a virtual cessation of maintenance 
during the war. The damage result- 
ine from these sources is now put at 
£20 millions annually, a figure that is 
likely to increase unless preventive 
measures are taken. 

Interest attaches, therefore, to the deci- 
sion of Mr. E. H. B. Boulton, late tech- 
nical director of the Timber Develop- 
ment Association, to set up as a con- 
sultant in forestry and timber preserva- 
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tion, specialising in the eradication of 
dry rot and beetle damage. Mr. Boulton 
has for the past 14 years been technical 
director of the Timber Development 
Association and was previously Univer- 
sity Lecturer in Forestry at Cambridge 
University. His services as consultant 
have been retained by the Association, 
which made a presentation to him of a 
silver inkwell at a function on Septem- 
ber 30. Mr. Boulton, who will be assisted 
by a trained staff of experts, has estab- 
lished offices at 6, Kingly-street, Regent- 
street, W.1. 


HOUSING PROGRESS 
FIGURES FOR AUGUST 


THE Housing Progress summary pre- 
sented to Parliament on September 30 
shows that the number of permanent 
houses completed in Great Britain dur- 
ing August was 16,854 compared with 
19,838 in July. The number of per- 
manent houses completed during the pre- 


sent year is now 149,157 made up as 
follows: January, 15,272; February, 
16,134; March, 20,357; April, 19,171; 


May, 20,372; June, 21,159; July, 19,838; 
August, 16,854. 

The number of temporary houses fin- 
ished in August was 888 (compared with 
1,183 in July). Only 2,028 temporary 
houses now remain to be completed out 
of the total programme of 157,270. The 
number of houses (permanent and tem- 
porary) completed in August was, there- 
fore, 17,742 compared with 21,021 in 
July. 

The total number of houses completed 
is 502,464 (347,222 permanent and 
155,242 temporary). 

During August, homes were provided 
by new building, repair of uninhabitable 
houses, conversion and requisitioning for 
21,035 families, compared with 24,318 in 
July and 27,072 in June. This brings 
the total number of families rehoused by 
these methods under the post-war pro- 
gramme to 774,130. Excluding requisi- 
tioned houses, the number of additional 
homes provided is 743,513.

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14.—_THE BUILDER AND THE ACT 


THis concluding article is concerned 

with a few main points which are 
the particular concern of the builder. As 
pointed out in Article 1, the term “ de- 
velopment” includes (among other 
things) the carrying out of building and 
engineering operations in, on, over or 
under land, and the meaning of these 
terms was discussed in Article 12. 


OPERATIONS NOT INVOLVING 
DEVELOPMENT 


Though, as has been seen, there is an 
obligation pase on all persons who de- 
velop land after the appointed day to 
obtain planning permission, Section 12, 
Sub-section 2, provides a list of opera- 
tions or uses that are not to be regarded 
as development, and among them are :— 

(1) Carrying out works for the mainten- 
ance, improvement or alteration of any 
building if they either affect only the 
interior of the building or do not materi- 
ally affect the external appearance of the 
building. The word “ materially” will 
need some interpretation, but it will be 
safe to suggest that outside painting, 
plastering, tiling, pointing or maybe 
thatching will be within the Sub-section. 

2. Works carried out by any local 
authority or statutory undertakers for the 
purpose of inspecting, repairing or renew- 
ing any sewers, mains, pipes, cables or 
other apparatus, including the breaking 
open of any street or other land for that 
purpose. 

3. In the case of buildings used for a 
purpose of any class in an Order of the 
Minister, the use for any other purpose 
of the same class. 

4. The use of any buildings or other 
land within the curtilage of a dwelling- 
house for any purpose incidental to the 
enjoyment of the dwelling-house as such. 
- The Section then proceeds to state that 
to avoid doubts that might arise in cer- 
tain cases. 

(a) Using as two or more separate 
dwelling-houses a building previously used 
as a single dwelling-house is a material 
change in the use of the building itself 
and of each part, and (b) extension of the 
superficial area or height of the deposit 
of refuse or waste materials on land in- 
volves a material change in the use, in 
spite of the fact that the land is com- 
prised in a site already used for the pur- 
pose. A proviso is added, however, to 
the effect that in regard to the deposit o 
- refuse or waste materials on a site used 

for such pigs no permission will be 

required if the height of the deposit does 
not exceed the level of the land adjoining 
the site, and the superficial area is not 
thereby extended. 


REBUILDING, ENLARGEMENT, 
IMPROVEMENT OF BUILDINGS , 


Under the Third Schedule to the Act 
(see Article 2) certain operations are re- 
garded as “development included in 
existing use for purposes other than com- 
pensation under Section 20.” Among them 
are: (a) the rebuilding, as often as occa- 
sion may require, of buildings in existence 
on the appointed day, or before that day 
and destroyed since January 7, 1937 (in- 
cluding the making good of war damage), 
as long as the cubic content of the 
dwelling-house is:not exceeded by 10 per 
cent. or 1,750 cu. ft., whichever be the 
greater, and in any other case by more 
than 10 per cent. 

Certain other operations are by Part Il 
of the Third Schedule to be development 
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included in existing use for all purposes, 
and among these operations are the en- 
largememt, improvement and alteration, 
as often as is required, of the buildings 
mentioned above as long as the conditions 
therein mentioned are not exceeded. 


ADDITIONAL BUILDINGS 


The erection on land within the curti- 
lage of the buildings mentioned in (a) in 
the previous paragraph (Rebuilding, etc.), 
of an additional building to be used in 
connection with the original building is 
to be treated as the enlargement of the 
original building. The same section pro- 
vides that where, on the appointed day, 
any two or more buildings within the 
same curtilage are used as one unit for 
the purposes of any institution or under- 
taking, then the “cubic content condi- 
tion” mentioned above is the aggregate 
cubic content of those buildings. 

(Note: The position would appear to 
be that if, say, a garage should be erected 
in connection with an existing house, 
which would not enlarge the size of the 
house by more than 10 per cent. or 1,750 
cu. ft., planning permission would prob- 
ably be required, but no development 
charge would be payable. On the other 
hand, the erection of a garage on a piece 
of land before the erection at some future 
time of a dwelling-house would be 
definitely a change of use and a develop- 
ment that would attract development 
charge.) 


REMOVAL OF BUILDINGS 


Local authorities can make an order (to 
be confirmed by the Minister) stopping 
the use of land or imposing conditions 
for its user, or the altering or removal 
of buildings which constitute unauthorised 
development. A notice must be sent by 
the planning authority to the persons in- 
terested, to give them the opportunity of 
requiring the Minister to hear their views 
and those of the authority (Section 26). 
Compensation may be payable under 
Section 27 (see Article 2), in accordance 
with regulations made by the Minister. 


PERMISSION FOR RETENTION OF 
BUILDINGS 

Section 75 (Article 9) deals with the 

position where works were begun con- 

trary to planning control. There must 

have been a resolution to prepare a 

scheme passed by the planning authority, 


f and the works or buildings were not in 


accordance with interim development per- 
mission; or, alternatively, the land was 
subject to a scheme and the works did 
not conform to it. The provisions of the 
Section are also applicable in the case of 
works continuing after a permitted period. 
There are special provisions to cover de- 
velopments made during the war period 
(September 3, 1939, to March 26, 1946) 
under the Building Restrictions (War-Time 
Contraventions) Act, 1946, which speci- 
ally deals with developments during the 
above period that contravened building 
laws or planning control.’ Section 18 
(Article 2) of the Act gives provisions 
in regard to the grant of planning per- 
mission in respect of any development 
after that development has been carried 
out, or after a limited period. 


UNFINISHED BUILDINGS 


Permission for the completion of build- 
ings which are in course of erection or 
being altered are contained in Section 78 
(Article 9), and the permission when 
granted will include permission for the 
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building to be used for the purpose con- 
tained in either the planning scheme or 
the interim development order, as the 
case may be. Where, however, no pur- 
pose was prescribed in either of the above, 
then the permitted use is that for which 
the building, or the alteration, was de- 
signed. There will be no development 
charge payable. 


CONVERSION OF BUILDINGS 


(See above, under “ Operations not 
involving development.”) 
PRESERVATION OF BUILDINGS 


“ Building preservation orders” were 
explained in Section 29 (Article 3). Such 
orders cannot be made in regard to build- 
ings which are the subject of a Scheme 
or Order under the enactments for the 
time being in force with respect to ancient 
monuments. The Ancient Monuments 
Consolidation and Amendment Act, 1918. 
deals with these buildings and under this 
Act the Minister of Works has power 
(a) to make preservation orders in regard 
to those of national importance which 
are in danger of destruction, (b) after con- 
sultation with the Minister of Health and 
the Minister of Transport to make pre- 
servation schemes for any area compris- 
ing or adjacent to the site of the monu- 
ment, and (c) to cause lists to be prepared 
and published of such monuments re- 
ported by the Ancient Monuments 
Board as being of national importance, as 
well as of others that the Minister of 
ae considers should be included in 
the list. 


FINAL OBSERVATIONS 


Of great concern to the builder is the 
question: will the Act tend to restrict 
development (as applied to building works 
particularly)? The Minister of Town and 
Country ena has expressed his 
opinion that he believes it will not. Many 
builders, however, will probably hold the 
contrary opinion; but only time, and the 
operation of the Act, will give the correct 
answer. Already many complaints have 
been made that landlords have been sell- 
ing (and, of course, developers buying) 
land at inflated values (i.e., values above 
“ existing use” value). Quite recently the 
Central Land Board, to counter this 
tendency, has been given the power by 
the Minister to exercise its powers under 
the Act to acquire land by compulsory 
purchase if agreement fails, when land- 
owners are acting contrary to the Act. 
Again cases are known where the 
vendor had assigned his claim on_the 
£300m. fund (see Article 7). This 
tendency to pass on such claim to the 
purchaser has been condemned by the 
chairman of the Board, who has ex- 
pressly said it is his job to prevent it. 
One thing is clear, and that is that until 
the Act came into force many people 
likely to be affected by its operation were 
ignorant of its purpose; now that this !s 
gradually being appreciated, many land- 
owners and builders view its effects with 
some alarm and misgiving. Again, time 
will show whether these feelings are 
justified. keg 

Finally, there are indications that the 
time which at present marks the limit for 
sending in claims for a share of the 
£300m. fund (March 31, 1949) will prob- 
ably prove too short, ye that the de- 
mands upon the services 0 professional 
valuers are bound to be severe. The pub- 
lic is always dilatory in such matters, 
as witness the delay in claiming for re- 
pairs under the War Damage Acts.

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PLANNING ACT 
CRITICISED 


TRIANGULAR BARGAINING IN 
SALE OF LAND 


STRONG criticism of the 1947 Town and 
Country Planning Act was expressed by 
Sir Hugh Lucas-Tooth, M.P., when he 
spoke at the autumn dinner of the North 
London and Essex Branch of the Joint 
Faculties of Architects and Surveyors 
held in London on September 30. Mr. 
H. H. Murray, the President, was in the 
chair. 

Sir HuGH began by saying that the Act 
was not understood by the man in the 
street for whose benefit it was ostensibly 
intended. It was not understood by the 
politicians who made it, for there were 
not more than half a dozen or so mem- 
bers of the House of Commons who 
could say that they did. Nor was the 
Act understood by the civil servants who 
had to administer it, for there were many 
parts of the Act, the effects of which 
were matters of extreme doubt. As 
everyone was aware, the Act was guillo-~ 
tined in the House, which meant that large 
parts of it could not be discussed. It 
was not surprising, therefore, that large 
sections of the professions most directly 
concerned did not understand _ the 
measure. 

On the subject of the sale of land at 
its existing use value, the speaker said: 
“IT am sure this will lead to triangular 
bargaining between the buyer, the owner 
of the land and the Central Land Board, 
and it seems to me that triangular bar- 
gaining of this sort can only end in dead- 
lock. Indeed, I think that that has been 
pretty well admitted by the Chairman of 
the Central Land Board, who has stated 
quite clearly that it would be the inten- 
tion of the Board in certain cases which 
arose to purchase laud compulsorily under 
the powers provided. 

“The only result of this I can see is 
that no owner of land will go into the 
market for the purpose of selling his land 
for development; this will mean that we 
shall be in the impossible situation that 
all development in this country will be 
held up. Development will then eventu- 
ally be carried out by means of compul- 
sory purchase at the request of the de- 
velopers and by the arbitrary decision of 
the Land Board. I do not believe that to 
be the way in which business should be 
done and I feel that that is one of the 
main reasons why this Act will have to 
be modified.” . 

Sir Hugh went on to say that he was 
not against planning, but the building 
industry was already subjected to too 
many restrictions, of which the Town 
and Country Planning Act was but 
one. He would not say for one second 
that all restrictions should be swept away 
forthwith. They could not. But so far, 
the private builder had had far too small 
4 share of the work there was to be 
‘one. At the present time local authori- 
ties were building homes for people who 
could not only well afford to buy them 
but wanted to buy them. The private 
builder should be given his chance and 
the competition he would bring to this 
class of work would bring the price of 
houses tumbling down, just as they did 
after the 1914-18 war.

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SAND AND GRAVEL 
AFTER-USE OF OLD WORKINGS 


How to maintain Greater London’s 124 

million ton annual demand for sand 
and gravel without encroaching on 
valuable agricultural land or spoiling 
rural beauty is the main problem 
tackled in the initial report of the Sand 
and Gravel Committee, which is pub- 
lished this week by H.M.S.O. (S.0. Code 
No. 70-567. Price 3s. 6d.). The Report 
recommends that future: gravel workings, 
when exhausted, should be reconditioned 
for a predetermined use, and that appro- 
priate machinery should be devised to 
os idance on the commercial, geo- 
ogical and agricultural considerations 
involved. : 

The Committee was appointed in Sep- 
tember, 1946, to make recommendations 
on future policy for the control under 
the Town and Country Planning Acts 
of’ the extraction of sand and gravel. 
The Chairman is Major Waters, V.C., 
D.S.O., M.C., and the members are re- 
presentatives of Local Authority Associa- 
tions, the gravel industry, the Ministries 
of Works, Agriculture and Fisheries, and 
Town and untry Planning, and two 
independent geological experts. 

Control should be exercised, says the 


Report, by deciding in advance the right po 


after-use of a site to be used for gravel 
getting, and then attaching appropriate 
conditions to the planning consent which 
each operator will now have to obtain 
before opening a new gravel working. 

Planned after-use may be agriculture, 
though the fertility of a long- 
manured vel soil is almost irre- 
a uilding or recreation— 
or example, playing fields. Where 
the excavation leaves a lagoon the 
after-use of the site will depend on readily 
available supplies of suitable filling mate- 
rial, and the Report considers the factors 
which govern the supply and present 
methods of disposal of such material. 

While recommending that all future 
planning consents to gravel working 
should be subject to conditions requir- 
ing appropriate after-treatment of the 
worked-ouft site, the Report warns against 
“ over-zealous ” attempts to limit the size 
of working areas to plots too small for 
economic working, or to control the speed 
of excavations.in such plots. Such efforts. 
the Report says, would. largel; defeat 
their own object. . 

The second part of this Report deals 
with the extent of gravel reserves within 
economic reach of London markets, and 
shows that it would be impossible. as 
at first thought, permanently to sterilise 
extensive parts of them.

NEW L.C.C. ESTATE 


A PROPOSAL FOR WOKING 


IT it possible that housing accommoda- 
tion for 4,000 to 5,000 persons will be 
provided on a site near Woking which 
the Greater London Plan scheduled for 
local green belt and non-agricultural 
open space. In submitting the proposal 
for development of this site of about 210 
acres to the L.C.C. the Council’s housing 
committee stated that after a public in- 
quiry held by the Minister of Town and 
Country Planning in July, 1947, permis- 
sion was — in principle for the devel- 
opment of 30 acres for industrial purposes 
and the remainder of that part south of 
the Basingstoke canal for residential pur- 
ses. 

The well-wooded site, which is about 
half a mile from Byfleet railway station 
and about one mile from Woking station, 
is already .being developed in that part 
approved for industrial use. The Surrey 
County Council has forwarded to the 
Minister of Town and Country Planning 
a copy of a report by its Town and 
Country Planning Committee setting out 
the considerations which, in its opinion, 
require attention in connection with the 
L.C.C.’s_ decision to acquire the site. 
These are the extent to which new towns 
to be developed under the powers of the 
New Towns Act, 1946, were intended 
to solve the councils’ housing problem: 
the problems of employment and indus- 
trial development involved in the Coun- 
cil’s proposal; and its effect on the devel- 
opment proposals of the Woking U.D.C. 
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ECONOMY IN STEEL 


NEW PERMISSIBLE STANDARDS 


(THE Codes of Practice Committee and 
the British Standards — Institution 
have made possible a_-considerable 
advance in the economical design of stee! 
or reinforced concrete structures by the 
ublication this year of Codes of Practice 
or the use of Structural Steel and Rein- 
forced Concrete in Buildings* and the 
revision of the British Standard Specifica- 
tions for the use of Steel in Buildings and 
for Structural Steel.t These Codes and 
revised Standards have been prepared by 
committees of experts in their respective 
professional and industrial fields, amended 
in the light of comments received on the 
drafts and finally approved by the pro- 
fessional institutions and the industria! 
and Government bodies concerned. They 
mark a significant post-war advance in 
structural engineering, based on ex- 
perience, recent research and improve- 
ments in materials, and their general 
adoption may be expected to yield con- 
siderable savings ‘in the tonnage of steel 
used for buildings of all kinds where 
steel or reinforced concrete frameworks 
or members are required. 


STRUCTURAL STEEL 

The following are the major recom- 
mendations of B.S. 449-1948 and C.P. 
113-1948 and revisions of the superseded 
British Standard 449 of 1937 for the Use 
of Structural Steel in Buildings, which 
has hitherto been in common use. 

MATERIALS.—Mild steel to the revised 
B.S. 15 (1948) (i.e., with a guaranteed 
yield point) and high tensile steel to 
B.S. 968 as well as to B.S. 548 are recom- 
mended, and provision is made in the 
Code for the use of other steels. 

Desicn.—Semi-rigid frame designs are 
encouraged. Provision for unconven- 
tional —— is made in the Code, subject 
to full-scale deflection and loading tests 
proving that the structure will sustain 
twice the sum of the dead and super- 
imposed loads before failure. 

MINIMUM THICKNESS OF METAL.— 
Except for built-up columns in multi- 
storeyed buildings, the minimum thick- 
ness of steel has been reduced from 
5/16 in. to 4 in. in the Code. The 
Standard, however, requires a minimum 
of 5/16 in. in construction exposed to 
the weather. Both Code and Standard 
permit smaller thicknesses where specia! 
provision against corrosion is made.

Axial stress in tension raised from 8 to 
9 tons per sq. in. for mild steel to B.S. 15 
(1948) and from 0.56 to 0.59 ‘'» for other 
steels with a guaranteed yield point, ‘’.

Simple Shear raised from 6.0 to 6.5 
tons per sq. in. for mild steel to B.S. 15 
(1948).

An increase of 25 per cent. permitted in 
the bearing stress on all interior plates. 

ANGLE STRUTS. A new section gives 
permissible stresses in single and double 
angle struts with various end connections. 

Fitter Joists. A new section has 
been added allowing for continuous beam 
design and increased stresses for concrete 
cover up to 3 in. thick. 

Other Modifications. 

The above increases in permissible 
stresses have necessitated some modifica- 
tion of certain other requirements, 
notably :— 

Permissible Wind Overstress—reduced 
from 334 per cent. to 25 per cent. 

Deflection. of Beams—limited 
1/325th of the span. 

Web Thickness in Plate Girders—now 
limited to 1/170th of the depth instead 
of 1/180th. 

Both the Code and the Standard for 
structural steel point out the. need, in the 
interests of economy, to design not 
merely within the limits of permissible 
stress at the critical section, but as nearly 
as possible to the limiting stress in all 
Parts of a structural member. 


REINFORCED CONCRETE 


The major changes recommended in 
the Reinforced Concrete Code concern

Tension in bending: Half the guaranteed yield 
point but not more than 27, Ib. per sq. in. 
Compression in straight column bars: Half the 
seerentene yield point, but not more than 20,000 
. per sq. i

Butt welding of mild steel bars is permitted. Fiat 
slab construction is covered. 


NEED FOR CO-OPERATION 


It is evident that the realisation of the 
potential economy in these very con- 
siderable voluntary efforts on the part of 
the structural engineering profession and 
industry depends upon the _ intelligent 
support of Rovssis authorities, and of 
architects, engineers and designers acting 
on behalf of steel consumers. A lead in 
this direction has been given by the 
Ministry of Health, which has asked local 
authorities to approve plans based on the 
revised B.S. 449 as. complying with their 
building bye-laws regarding structural 
strength and stability. Government bodies 
and nationalised industries have also 
been asked to adopt the new standards 
or their work; and the Ministry of 
Works has expressed its support by a 
decision that, as from October 1, 1948, 
all construction involving the use of 
more than 25 tons of pr and requiring 
a license from that Ministry must, 
Wherever possible, comply with the new 
Standard and Codes of Practice. In 
Support of the application for a licence 
certificates will be required from the 
responsible architect or engineer or other 
Professional consultant to the effect that 
the building has been designed to take full 
advantage of the increased allowable 
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stresses and the other ight-savi 
clauses of B.S. 449/1948 pag oP 


Practice 113/1948 or 114/1948. Where 
this cannot be done, an acceptable ex- 
planation must be given. 

It remains for local government officials, 
architects, structural engineers, designers 
and draughtsmen to familiarise themselves 
with these improved tools of their trade, 
and to use them. All interested in 
achieving effective economies in steel 
might usefully put to themselves three 
critical questions whenever contemplating 
the erection of a structure or studying a 
design, namely :— 

1. Need steel be used at all? 

2. Can the general arrangement be 

modified so as to use less steel? 


3. Is every member and detail essential, : 


and is it so designed as to be stressed 
as nearly as possible to the new 
permissible limits in all its parts and 
not merely at the critical section? 


MASONRY APPRENTICES 


PRACTICAL EXAMINATION AND 
SOCIAL OUTING 


THE second post-war practical ex- 
amination for London masonry ap- 
prentices, organised by the London 
Association of Master Stone Masons, 
was held on September 11 at the 
works of Messrs. Trollope and Colls, 
Ltd., 78, Wandsworth-road, S.W.8. 

Forty-eight boys took part, and they 
were grouped, according to the time 
they had served in the trade, into four 
classes. The general standard of work 
was of a very high order, and the en- 
thusiasm and the spirit of competition 
shown by all boys confirm the belief 
that these annual tests provide a reliable 
incentive to the boys to take their work 
seriously.

NEW RAILWAY BUILDINGS 
IN CREWE, MANCHESTER AND 
LIVERPOOL 


DuRING a three-day inspection of rail- 
way, dock, road and inland waterway 
installations in Lancashire and Cheshire 
last week, Sir Cyril Hurcomb, chairman 
of the British Transpert Commission, an- 
nounced important rebuilding schemes in 
Crewe, Manchester and Liverpool. 

‘Crewe North Motive Power Depot is 
to be completely reorganised. First stage 
will cost £65,000 and the complete 
scheme £500,000. Two schemes in Man- 
chester include the rebuilding of Vic- 
toria and Exchange stations. re will 
be a centralised parcels office and depot 
at Victoria to deal with all Manchester 
parcels traffic at that point instead of at 
the separate stations as now. Exc 
station plans, which include a new station 
frontage and spacious entrance hall, will 
cost some £200,000. At Liverpool, 
Lime-street and Exchange stations will 
also be rebuilt. In the remodelling of 
Lime-street it may ve possible to include 
a news reel cinema; the booking o' 


at Exchange Station is to be re-sited in 


the course of the reconstruction scheme, 
and new blocks of offices provided. Total 
cost will be something £200,000. 
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NEWS IN BRIEF 


School Building Progress. 

Mr. Tomlinson, Minister of Education, 
announced at York on October 1 that in 
July there were 349 new schools or major 
enlargements under construction to a 
value of over £20m. The value of the 
building work actually done during the 
month reached £900,000—five times the 
figure in July a year ago. 


Nationalisation of Building Urged. 

An appeal for the nationalisation of 
the building industry was made by Mr. J. 
Strain in his presidential address to the 
conference of the Amalgamated Society 
of Woodworkers at Blackpool on Octo- 
ber 4. He said that so long as houses 
were built for profit by private enterprise 
the building industry would be less a 
social service than street-cleaning. Our 
industries could not be revived while 
housing facilities were inadequate.

This was indicated 
by the Eire Minister for Local Govern- 
ment, Mr. T. J. Murphy, on his return to 
Dublin from London, where he had dis- 
cussed housing with the British Ministry 
of Health. He said that Eire’s housing 
needs could not, for a long time, be sup- 
plied by the traditional type of building.
